The Executive Branch

laws of this country. They cannot really make laws, but they can either Vote or Veto a bill. Although, 
the Legislative Branch can override a Veto with enough votes. Their basic functions are to provide 
services to the community, such as resources like water, electricity, food, and healthcare. But then 
again, they directly control how much we are being benefitted, and they will cut our benefits when 
necessary. 

Individualism 

Rather than having an administration to carry out services to a State, the individual would be soley 
responsible for their own benefits. They get back what they put out, and they control their own future 
and welfare. The individual would have absolute freedom and liberty. 



The Judicial Branch 



The Judicial Branch is endowed with the responsibility to keep laws in-check and make sure the 
government is equally balanced. They are also responsible for making important decisions in a court 
of law. The judge often- times has final say on whether you are Guilty or Not Guilty. You may also 
have to serve mandatory jury-duty. 

Social Justice 

Rather than having a Judicial Branch of government, there would be a voluntary organization of freely 
associated individuals. They would donate their own time at their own free-will to justify the right 
course of action for correcting or solving a problem, where human rights are held in the highest 
regard.
